Argentina  way  intense  . . . 

Stone  tells  of  schooling

An  elementary  and  secondary 
education  adding  up,  in  purely 
numerical  totals,  to  a list  of 
classes  which  would  astound 
American  college  students,  has 
added,  in  an  educational  total, 
to  a College  Bowl  seat  for  Dave 
Stone. 

Dave  was  born  in  Buenos 
Aires,  Argentina,  and  lived 
there  until  his  secondary  school- 
ing was  finished.  When  he  was 
18,  he  and  his  family  came  to 
the  United  States. 

IN  ARGENTINA,  at  the  age 
of  ten,  Dave  was  off  to  St.  An- 
drew Scots'  boarding  school. 
Though  his  family  spoke  Eng- 
lish at  home,  all  the  classes  at 
the  school  were  taught  in  Span- 
ish. After  St.  Andrew’s,  Dave 
went  to  the  Anglican  St. 
George’s  College,  from  which  he 
graduated. 

So  when  Dave  introduces 
himself  weekly  on  College  Bowl 
as  being  from  Buenos  Aires, 
it’s  with  a native  Spanish  ac- 
cent, and  when  he  is  enthusias- 
tic over  an  exciting  idea,  the 
faintest  British  clip  enters  his 
speech. 

His  bi-lingualty  has  given  him 
the  job  of  teaching  Spanish  to 
missionaries  at  BYU  this  year. 
He  teaches  three  classes  daily, 
emphasizing  speaking  quickly 
and  accurately. 

IN  FIVE  YEARS  of  high 
school  at  St.  Andrew's  and  St. 
George’s,  Dave  studied  English 
and  Spanish  each  year.  He  also 
was  given  three  years  of  Latin 
and  two  of  French.  Science  and 
math  included  one  year  each  of 
botany,  zoology,  physics,  hy- 


giene. psychology,  and  trigo- 
nometry; three  years  each  of 
algebra  and  geometry;  two 
years  each  of  chemistry  and 
physics. 

To  finish  their  secondary  edu- 
cation and  prepare  them  for  uni- 
versity work,  students  studied 
five  years  of  history  and  geog- 
raphy plus  music,  art  and  logic. 

When  he  was  sixteen,  Dave’s 
family  had  become  interested  in 
the  Church.  Shortly  after  they 
came  to  Provo  as  investigators, 
they  were  baptized.  Since  then, 
Dave  has  served  in  the  Spanish- 
Ameriean  mission. 

At  BYU,  he  is  juggling  the 
roles  of  teacher  and  student 
with  being  Bricker  president, 
IOC  prosecuting  attorney  and 
a senior  class  cabinet  member.

Over  the  years,  the  actions  of  a few  have  caused  the 
system,  the  student  and  the  Publications  Dept,  to  suffer. 

Margie  Miller,  who  is  in  charge  of  distributing  the 
speeches  and  collecting  the  money,  reports  than  an  incon- 
siderate few  have  caused  the  Publications  Dept,  to  switch 
locks  on  the  change  boxes  three  times  in  two  and  a half 
years  and  remove  the  speeches  on  weekends  and  holidays. 

WILLIAM  LEACH,  chairman  of  the  Extension  Pub- 
lications Dept,  said  some  persons  seem  to  regard  anything 
mass  -produced,  such  as  the  speeches,  as  fair  game  for 
stealing. 

How  does  this  permanent  borrowing  fit  in  with  the 
honor  system?  About  like  a camel  does  through  the  eye  of  a 
needle.  ‘Maybe  Mr.  Leach  had  the  answer  when  he  said, 
“They  may  not  realize  what  they  are  doing.” 

Capt.  Swen  C.  Nielsen  of  the  Security  Dept,  said  he 
believes  the  best  way  to  control  dishonesty  is  by  social 
pressure. 

ACTUALLY  there  is  a better  way  than  that.  It  is 
called  inward  motivation  and  involves  a desire  to  be  honest. 
But  until  every  student  feels  that  way,  social  pressure 
seems  to  be  the  best  idea. 

Nigel  Cook,  Honor  Council  chairman,  said,  “This  press- 
ure can  only  be  exerted  when  the  studentbody  feels  it  is 
its  responsibility  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  honesty.”

The  law  says  . . . 

Senate  head  clarifies  seat  policy 


It  would  seem  that  the  sen- 
ate president  again  has  the  op- 
portunity to  clarify  an  argu- 
ment. 

The  senate  was  informed  in 
a memo,  Nov.  30,  of  “the  de- 
cision of  the  executive  council 
concerning  reserving  seats  for 
basketball  games.” 

However,  under  the  ASBYU 
Constitution,  Article  II,  Sec- 
tion VI,  paragraph  1,  it  states: 
“The  senate  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  all  laws  per- 
taining to  the  policy  of  the  stu- 
dent association  or  to  functions 
financed  wholly  or  in  part  by 
studentbody  funds.” 

THIS  PROVISION  would  in- 
dicate that  the  legislative 
branch,  and  not  the  executive 
branch,  holds  the  power  to 
legislate  regarding  an  athletic 
function. 

In  the  first  reading  of  Senate 
Bill  X-B-10-62,  “to  control  dis- 
tribution of  reserved  tickets  to 
BYU  athletic  events  by  the 
ASBYU  President,”  provisions 
were  made  for  the  distribution 
of  180  reserved  tickets  to  stu- 
dent officers  including  elected 
class  officers,  honor  council, 
IOC,  AMS,  AWS.  senate,  the 
executive  council  and  their 
staff. 

However,  this  was  referred 
to  a joint  executive-legislative 
committee  which  revised  the 
bill  and  distributed  tickets  on 
the  basis  of  being  an  “elected 
studentbody  officer”  and  not 
for  “time  put  in.”  The  original 
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Printed  by  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
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bill  would  have  rewarded  the 
staffs  of  the  departments  for 
their  dedicated  service. 

TI1E  CONTENTION  that  a 
special  session  was  called  on 
Dec.  11  because  “this  matter 
was  so  important”  would  seem 
false  in  light  of  the  other  bills 
and  resolutions  introduced. 

Might  I mention  that  any 
senate  bill  which  is  enacted 
into  law  must  be  signed  by  the 
studentbody  president  and  the 
student  coordinator.  All  acts 
are  subject  to  repeal,  revision 


or  amendment. 

If  anyone  is  unhappy  at  i 
the  situation,  he  should  p • 
sure  his  senator  to  change  » 
law. 

FURTHERMORE,  the  1 

dentbody  president  may  f 
tribute  tickets  “to  any  spe 
individual  or  organization  1 
his  own  degression.”
